Friday, Rolla H. Howard, of 
Paris, who was recently arrested 
here on a charge of obaetniet- 
iniT the opecmtions of the dmft 
act, was giTen a liearing before 
Judge A. M. Cochran. 

Howard appeared in Court to ans- 
wer the charge of a violation of the 
esplonpcs act. He requested to be 
allowed to plead guilty to the charge 
of impersonating a F\ederal officer. 
Former County Clerk A. E. B. Ste- 
vens, of Hamilton county, O., ad- 
dressed tlmXk^ort in Howard's behalf. 
JudvB Ooehran' teak the eaee under 
advisement and nald he would con- 
sider all the faeta. Howard had 
been indtetid by the ipaelal Qraad

Hownrd wns arrested here after It 

is alleged he endeavored to obtain 
money from Russell Day. a draftee, 
under promise to have him plaeed in 
a deferred claaalfleatlon. by rspro- 
Bentlng hlmatlf to be a Federal ofl^ 
cer. A trap^was laid which result- 
ed in Howard's arrest. Howard 
claims Ludlow, Ky.. as his home. 
He is well-known in Covington, 
where he wna emplored for many 
years as a barber. 

Since Howard's arrest rumors 
have connected him with a number 
of shady transactions, in which 
Paris nnd Bo nr bo n eonnty psepls 
were yictims. One apparently au- 
thentic rumor stated that he had 
bunkoed a Hutchison Station farmer 
out of 11,400 by a smooth-talk game, 
and thnt he had also pwrchaaed on 
the "talk-talk" plan, a ftaa nntoBM>- 
bile from a local dealer, and had 
disposed of it for a cash ^alue. 
Other rumors coming from seen^ng- 
ly good sources, wero to the effect 
that he had ingmtiated hinumlf Into 
the good graces of several Paris 
business men. from whom he obtain- 
ed several sums of money. Coupled 
with these rumors was a statement 
to the effect that Howard had ar- 
diatance u'*'*8:ed a costly "chicken supper" for 
fseveral city officials, which event had 
^een scheduled for the night on 
which he was arrested. 

Whatever portion of truth or un- 
truth tliere may be as ftrandatlon 
for the stories, the fact remains that 
Howard was playing the part of a 
smooth dtisen during kb 
here.

Bourbon County is getting ready 
to pull down the big premium at the 
Kentucky Stote Fair to be held at 
Louisville, September 9-15, in sUbW 
rings for the best bunch of 15 head 
•»f fat cattle, six head and one bul 
lock, the two latter to be selected 
from the herd. 

Two herds are now in the fatten- 
ing lots, a bunch of 1^1 head of Polled 
Angus two-year-old cattle, fed and 
conditioned by James Caldwell and a 
like number of fancy yearling Short- 
horns now on feed at the Mackev 
farm of H. S. Caywood, on the North 
Middletown pike. 

The State Boud of Agricultoial di- 
vided the State iato ^ee dMirie^ 
from whi(d^|j||i |Mr4s of show csttlie 
will enter ne mg m competitiiBn for 
the best beeves, any breed or age. 

The Bhiegrass district will be rep- 
resented by the Caldwell and Cay- 
wood herds and a herd of the three- 
year-old Shorthorns belonging to 
Harvey Chenault, of Madison County. 

Bourbon County in 1917 started 
the movement to revive the breeding 
not only of thoroughbred cattle, but 
also to stimulate renewed interest in 
the feeding and fattening of beef 
cattle for the highest price prevailing 
for commercial cattle, when Henry S. 
Caywood fed a herd of show cattle 
for the Great International Live 
Stock Show held in Chicago. Bour- 
bon county annually produces around 
5,000 fat cattle that find their way 
to Eastern markets and compose the 
meat menu of the best Eastern hotels 
in New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and other big cities. These cattle 
are the pick of the herds of cattle 
from the best farms in the county. 
They are grazed heavily on snceQlent 
bluegrass in the fall of the year, fed 
in bams and pens during the winter 
on com, hay and silai(e, untU- |ate in 
the spring and then given a finish of 
about forty days on (men grass. 
They go to market in k mushed con- 
dition for the meaPt Mock aad the 
tender, juic^ steaks attd roasts com- 
mand the highest prices.' 

In order to produce more cattle big- 
ger and fatter cattle Caldwell and 
Caywood are in the vanguard of 
Kentucky feeders and it is predicted 
that within a few years every county 
in the Bluegrass will be right in the 
front row in cattle production and in 
the competition that will send many 
herds of show cattle to the State, 
inter-state and International shows. 

All of this seems reasonable as 
Central Kentucky has the health giv- 
ing properties of the bluegrass which 
the Western, Southern and Northern 
sectiQP'^ have not Bluegrass pro- 
duced corn silage is also more nu- 
trient than Western com silage by 
reason of the fact that com grown 
on a limestone soil has a flavor and 
protein quaHtj witli wldeh no other 
corn silage can compare Imce cat- 
tle so fed and ao fpnamd go to market 
with a higher pereentm of . juicy 
meat flavors than tat dtteemable m 
any other cattle from anv other sec- 
tion. These facts are well known to 
the big packers of the eoantry who 
take the bluegrass fed cattle for the 
more fastidons ceaaoMra of the 
East. 

The Caldwell bunch of Polled 
Angus beeves were i«lected one by 
one from amoncf a totfil pf more than 
3,000 feeders by Mr. Caldwell /him- 
self, who is accredited with being one 
of the best judges of a finished or un- 
finished steer in the Bluegrass sec- 
tion. The cattle were well wintered 
and on May 1, when the herd was on 
feed for the State Fair, they kicked 
the beam at an average of 1,170 

Sounds. They were given a daily 
alanced ration of four pounds cot- 
ton meal, 45 pounds of crushed com, 
clover hay and sheaf oats. This 
amount of feed was fed in equal 
Quantities at 6:30 a. m. and 5 p. m. 
daily. In 70 days the herd was 
weighed again and showed an aver- 
age weight of 1,410 pounds, or a daily 
average gain of 3.40 per head per day. 
Mr. Caldwell will continue feeding 
the cattle up until the day of the ex- 
hibit and fig^Ures the cattle will weigh 
an average of 1,525 pounds a head. 
The cattle will be not only in the pink 
of condition from a meat standpoint, 
but they will be put through a daily 
routine of bath, currjring aad sdtooth- 
ing out of the hair. 

The PoUi^d A^%as as exploited by 
Mr. Caldlrell' kre noted for their 
broad backsj heavy rumps, short legs 
and good cutting steaks right down 
to the hock. In type thev are dis- 
tinctive, in mat, equal to that of the 
Shorthorn hnd in copformation 
smooth, rolBng and well filled out. 

They show fine head and neck and 
it is said when dressed for the block 
are easily detected by the butcher 
apart from that of carcasses of other 
beef breeds. 

The cattle and the feed and such 
expenses as will be incurred in the 
preparation of the bunch for the show 
ring, Mr. Caldwell estimates will 
cost $5,500. He figures the cattle will 
sell at from 22 to 25 cents a pound 
and will bring upwards of $6,000, 
which, with proceeds from the sale 
of the hogs following the herd, will 
make a nice profit. 

The Caywood bunch of 21 cattle 
are what might be termed at the 
Louisville show, baby beeves. This 
bunch is just one year old and came 
from a Colorado selection. They are 
90 per cent pure bred Shorthorn 
stock and for type and conformation 
are a fine representation of that 
breed of cattle so famous and noted 
in the annals of KentucKy cattle 
breeding before and after the CiVil 
War, jextending as far down as the 
early ^e%hties and not yet extinct by 
any means. The breeding of j^vae 
bred Shorthorn cattle is being revived 
again and it will not be many years 
before this fine breed of beef cattle 
will come back into its own. 

When Mr. Caywood received tills 
bunch o| cattle last February, incked 
with the vUm of going into tike Hhow 
rring, they weighed an average >ef 
820 pounds. They will now average 
Llfiv- pounds at the age of one year. 
The xjatien fed the cattle is the same 
as with the Caldwell herd with the 
exception no sheaf oats is fed. 

^ Win or loose in the Louisville ex- 
hibit Mr. Caywood will return the 
cattle to his feeding pens and will 
continue to push the herd for ex- 
hibit at the Great International Show 
at Chicago during the winter months.

WASHINGTON, August 12.-— Gov- 
ernment acquisition and control of 
all ^ principal stock' yards^ cold 
storaefc planti fnd , warehouses^ and^ 
bofhietngeratotf ahd cattle cars haa 
been ;)r^olnm^nded to tfaei ^PreipdenC 
by the JBedersl Ttade Commission to 
destroyv* monopolx. whkh^ declares 
Swift «Cpo., Araiour il Morris 
A Cq;> Wilson & Cp., >m€.< and .the 
Cndalnf Packing,, ComnsnqF. exercise 
not only over Ojib #enr industw of

The commission's report is based 
upon exhaustive hearings conducted 
recently in many cities and was made 
public Thursday through the White 
House. It has been in the hands of 
the President since July 5, and it was 
explained that it had not previously 
been issued "because the President 
wished first to be in possession of 
full information." 

Basing its statement upon a great 
volume of evidence examined, much 
of it taken from the confidential files 
of the packing companies, the com- 
mission said the power of the pack- 
ing companies "has been knd is being 
unfairly and illegally used:" 

To manipulate live stock markets. 

To restrict interstate and inter-na- 
tional supplies of food. 

To control the prices of drend 
meats and other foods. 

To deffnvd beth-^ prodncers of 
food and consomen. 

To crush effective competition. 

To secure special privil^^ea firom 
railroads, stock yard femjpnnins and 
municipalities, and 

To profiteer. ■ '-^ " 

"While we have found," said the 
commission's report to the President, 
"and will disclose to you an intri- 
cate fabric of monopolies, controls, 
combinations, conspiracies and re- 
straints' which would seem to indi- 
cate a similarly complex and minute 
system of legislative or administra- 
tive remedy, we belieVe that an 
adequate remedy may be more sim- 
ply arrived at. 

"We believe that if the fundamen- 
tal and underlying evils are rooted 
out the iHtole a t ro ct nre of conspir- 
acy, control, monopoly and restraint 
must fall. 

If these five great concerns owned 
no packing plants and killed no cat- 
tle and still retained control of the 
instruments of transportation, of 
marketing and of storage, their po- 
sition would be no less strong than 
it is." 

The commission then recom- 
mended : 

"1. That the Government acquire, 
through the railroad administration, 
all rolling stock used for the trans- 
portation of meat animals and that 
such ownership be declared a Gov- 
ernment monopoly. 

"2. That the Government acquire- 
through the railroad administration, 
the principal and necessary stock- 
yards of the country, to be treated as 
freight depota and to be opittnted hn- 
der saeh conditions as will insure 
open, competitive markets, with uni- 
f onn scale of charges for all services 
performed, and the acquisition or 
esteblishment of such additional 
yards tnm time, to time as the 
future develomnent of livestock 
production in the United States may 
require. This to include customary 
adjuncts of stockyards. 

8. That the Government acquire, 
through the Railroad Administration, 
all privately owned refrigerator cars 
and all necessary equipment for 
their proper operation and that such 
ownership be deefafed a Govern- 
ment monopoly. 

"4. That the Federal Government 
acquire such of the branch houses, 
cold storage plants and warehouses 
as are necessary to provide facilities 
for the competitive marketing and 
storage of food products in the prin- 
cipal center of distrubution and con- 
sumption. The same to be operated 
by the Government as public mar- 
kets and storage places under such 
conditions as will afford an outlet 
for all manufacturers and handlers 
of food products on equal terms, 
bupplementing the marketing and 
storage facilities thus acquired, the 
r ederal Government establish, 
through the RaUroad Administratton!

July 12, 1918. 

Dear George: 

To^'tsip have to exenae me for 
not writing, but I gaees yon know the 
Marinea havo.been real vmj tbm last 
htoMr dnd a^ litf.^***** We sure 
had*« iiii|^g|||d litl|l Iwttle up here 
and'hare^'ftoa 'na sorts of praise from 
the high officers, of course. Our 
Companv was in the biggest battle; 
it lasted for forty-five days, and I 
sore thank God that I came out alive. 
You have no idea what this war is, 
until you have been in some real 
fighting, and we had to fight in a real 
thick woods, up hill and down, and 
over rocks that weigh a hundred tons. 

The French have changed the name 
of the Woods to "Bois de la Brigade 
Marines," meaning "The Woods of 
the Marine Brigade." I want to send 
you a machine gun as soon as I get 
back to rest camp, which I captured 
from the Germans after killing four 
men who were operating it. 

You ask if certain information is 
true, which yo have heard through 
some Cynthiana boy. It seems like 
that boy is going to tell all I do over 
here, but I do not care, for I do 
nothing now that I am ashamed of. 

You also asked about the Marines 
being separated. Wherever you see 
one Marine in a fight, the whole 
bunch is there for we have such a 
small bunch, they keep us together 
all the time.

Com- 
pared with tlie threshemien'a report 
m th ese eonnties last year this is an 
increase of approximately 50 per 
cent. 

Up to this year, Mr. Humphrey 
said, Kentucky has never be«ii able 
to furnish its own bread and it is in 
such States that the Food Adminis- 
tration is anxious to have the wheat 

Eroduction increased in order not to 
e a draft on the great wheat States. 
In the report of the twenty-nine 
counties, Bourbon County leads with 
a production of 56,274 bushels. 
Woodford rank» second with 4,755 
bushels. Other leading counties that 
have reported are: Boyle, 36,930; 
Clark, 32,610; Warren, 30,779; 
Webster, 25,105, and LaRue, 23413. 

Reports from Fayette County have 
not yet been made. One thresher- 
man, however, reported 5,202 bushels. 
All farmers who have not yet made a 
report are asked by Mr. Bluaa^Brey 
to do so at once. " 

Another thresher's war emergency 
report on wheat production will be 
made for August. The other coun- 
ties of the State, which ui^ not in- 
cluded in Mr. Humphre^Tiport; 
make their reports to county agents. 

According to Mr. Humphrey the 
wheat production in Kentucky this 
year will exceed 11,000,000 bushels, 
an increase of over 2,000,000 bu^els 
over last year.

Tenn.. and Ballard & Ballard, 
of Louisville, Ky., are equipped to 
handle it. Wheat that is damp can 
also, in all cases, be reclaimed by dry- 
ing either in mechanical ' tftyers at* 
tached to flour mills, or by spreading 
la the sun, the bulletia eays.
